HIGH-HANDED OUTRAGE 


The Eureka and Palisade Railroad 


Company, through Edgar Mills, have 
procured the discharge of Fred E. Fisk 
from the employ of Reinhart & Co., of 
Eureka, because Fisk, who was a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, voted for the 
Woodburn bill, and the railroad is getting 
"even" on him, and propose to place 
Mr. Dayton, Senator from 
Lincoln 


county, in his place; the latter gentle- 
man was a friend of the railroad through- 
out the entire session. 
Using 
its 


power, the Co. threatened to put in an 
opposition store to Reiuhart & Co., ii 
their request was not complied with. 
This is as dirty a proceeding as anyone 
could be guilty of, and should forever 
be remembered against the Eureka 
road- 


From the San Francisco Post we 


learn that the California State Fish 
Commissioners during the past yeai 
distributed in the summit and coast 
streams of the State 40,000 Cloud rivei 
and 50,000 Eastern trout and 10,000 cat- 
fish, and put 40,000 whitefish lateh 
hatched into the Eagle, Conner, Tahoi 
an.l other lakes of the State. The 40,- 
000 salmon ordered from Maine wilt 
not come, the weather having been too 
cold there to admit of hatching. Neil 
month Livingstone Stone will brinj. 
out a carload of lobsters, striped basb 
and eels. The lobsters will be placed 
near the heads of the Faralloues. The 
bass will be distributed in the bay 
the points where the streams come in, 
and the eels will be put in sloughs con- 
necting with salt 
water. The 
eelt 


brought here three year a ago have dont 
well. Shad are becoming plentiful anc 
about 100 per week are caught in the 
bay. Next year 50,000 will be put in 
the waters on the coast. The aquariun. 
car, which comes out next month, wil 
bring out a lot of king carp, of the kim 
imported from Europe to the Eastern 
States some years ago. They will bt 
placed in the sloughs of the interio 
until they propagate. 


JOURNALISTIC GOOD FAITH. 


Mary Breaker brought a suit against 


the New York Sun newspaper to recover 
$2,000 damages for alleged libel in hav- 
ing published a false report that she had 
eloped with her father-in-law. The case 
was tried before Judge McAdam and a 
jury, in Part 2 of the Marine Court, on 
the 21st, the plaintiff being represented 
by Mr. Peter Cook and the defendant by 
Mr. Milliard Bartlett. The defense was 
although there had been no retraction of 
the alleged false report, yet it had been 


ublished in good faith and without 
alice.
